The rurales of Mexico are a sort of 
m ilitary police, like the famous Texas 
rangers, who work entirely in the coun­

highwaymen, cattle 
thieves and guerrillas 
that 
terrified 
Mexico for manv years. They are rough 
riders, these rurales, and do tln ii work 
thoroughly,

Judge Lynch, tries, condemns and oxe 
cuti s his prisoners and saves the regular 
courts a gn at deal of trouble ami ex 
pense. 
In the mountains of Mexico, 
where prisons and courts are few, the 
captain of the rurales is prosecuting at 
torney, judge and jury all in one, and 
he tries every eeso as soon as it reaches 
him according to a «ode of his own. 
Those extra« .dinary people have done 
extraordinary work, and today Mexico 
is much the moro safe and peaceful for 
their interference. 
Our friend, Captain Velenzmda, is 
said to have been a bandit in hisyounger 
days, and a very successful one, but be­ 
coming tired of the business surrender­ 
ed himself to the authorities, obtained a 
pardon and enlisted in the rurales of 
Durango, where his nerve, energy and

“ A m on g other recrea tions we exercised 
our a rm s, m a ny of the India ns com in g 
a m on g us. a nd with the rest their grea test 
king, Ma ssa soit, w ith som e 9 6 men, w hom 
for three d a y- we enterta ined a nd fea sted .” 
N ow for the other first T ha n ksgivin g. It 
w a s held in 17 9 8 in N e w York city a nd 
wa s the first observa nce of the holida y by 
the na tion a l a uthorities.

the da y a dinner w a s ea ten at F ra u n ee’s 
ta vern, a t w hich a n u m ber of pa triots got 
sha m efully drunk a nd ha d a free light, in 
w hich a n officers nose w a s broken.

tha t they ha d so disgra ceful a

a lxuit a turkey tha t H a m ilton swore, a nd 
when W a shington hea rd a bout it he swore 
twice. 
If this be true, a nd it seems so to be, 
then our forefa thers w ere quite a s hu m a n 
a s the rest of us.
